The facts have been well known for a long time. They 
are available to any disinterested American who is opposed 
to the use of American power and influence to assist a pri- 
vate corporation to stifle the social reforms of a small, semi- 
colonial country seeking self-rule. 

The facts are that United Fruit dominated the eco- 
nomic life of Guatemala through its monopoly of the elec- 
tric power and railroads, its huge land ownership (much of 
it kept idle), and the tax arrangements heavily in its favor.

On July 1, 1944, Ubico was forc- 
ed to resign. With the help of the 
U.S. Embassy, his admirers 
dredged up a retired general, 
Federico Ponce, and installed him 
in the dictator's place. But the 
city’s masses were in motion. On 
Oct. 20, 1944, civilians and the 
democratic section of the army 
joined hands in an armed insur- 
rection which overthrew the dic- 
tatorship. 

Thus Guatemala embarked on 
a bourgeois revolution which 
transferred state power from the 
semi-feudal landowners, wealthy, 
reactionary planters and-~ busi- 
ness associates of U.S. corpora- 
tions to urban middle-class ele- 
ments and the small rising class 
of industrialists.
